He was 
invested with high office and sat 
in the first United Diet in 1847. Chiefly on 
account of his fondness for the army, he 
was rearded as an absolutist in March, 
1848, and withdrew to England till June, 
when, the excitement in Beriin having sub- 
sided, he took a seat as a deputy in the Na- 
tional Assembly. 

On June 12, 1849, an unsuccessful attempt 
was made upon his life at Nieder-Ingle- 
heim, while be was on his way to Baden to 
take command of the Prussian forces. He 
put down the republican insurrection in a 
lew weeks. Subsequently be was stationed 
at Coblentz as Military Governor onthe 
Rhine and -in Westphalia, and also 
became Governor of the Federal 
fortress ‘of Mentz and Grand Mas- 
ter of the Freemasons. On important 
occasions he was called to Berlin io confer 
on state affairs, and his loyal nature was 
soon generally recognized. His brother 
being disabled by illness in 1857, he acted 
in his stead, and in October, 1858, was for- 
nally installed as regent, and he succeeded 
him as King ou January 2, 1561. 

In July of that year another abortive, but 
peeves, attempt upon his life was made at 

aden-Baden by the student Oskar Becker, 
who charged him with incapacity to effect 
the union of Germany, the accomplishment 
of which, however, became the salient 
feature of hisreign. With the assistance 
of Von hoon he paved the way for victory 
by the reorganization of thes army, 
and in 1862 plae ismarck 
at the head of the cabinet’as Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. After procuring, in 1564, 
the codperation of Austria in the Schleswig- 
Holstein war,he achieved a = victory for 
Prussia, and the convention of Gastien 
(August 14, 1865) assigned Schleswig tem- 
posmeny to him, and Lauenburg perma- 
nently. 

His sagacity in selecting able ministers 
and generals was equalled only by his firm- 
ness in sustaining them agaiust all ee 
tion; and his confidence in Bismarck, as 


well as in V n and Moltke 
was fully confirmed by the rapid 
and brilliant success of the war 


of 1866 in conjunction with Italy against 
Austria, in -which he personally took an 
active part and which extinguished Austria 
asa German power and piaced him at the 
head of the new North German Confed- 
with Schleswig, Holstein, Han- 
over, Hesse-Cassel, Nassau and Frank- 
fort added to his Prussiaz dominions, 

On February 24, 1867, he opened the con- 
stituent Reichstag and on July 1 he made 
Bismarck Chancellor. In the preceding 
month he and his nephew, the Emperor 
Alexander Ll, of Russia, had visited Napo- 
leon ILI on occasion of the Paris exposition. 
The friendly relations between Prussia and 
Russia were subsequently strengthened, the 
two Chancellors, Bismarck and Gortchakoff 
being as much in accord as the two mon- 
archs;aud this good unecerstanding was of 
the greatest moment in the ultimate victory 
over,France and the attainment of German 
unity. The King also took every opportu- 
nity to vindicate the historic position of 
~ apeey as protector of the Protestant 
alt 


The candidature of Prince Leopold of 
Hohenzollern for the Spanish throne and 
the King’s objections against further inter- 
views with the French Embassadur, Count 
Benedetti, who had repeatedly importuned 
him at Ems in July, 1870, became the pre- 
text for the French declaration of war 
against Prussia. The South German States 
at once ‘joined the North German Confedera- 
tion against France, under the lead of Prus- 
sia, and the war was a continuous series of 
victories. William, accompanied 

y Bismarck, Von Roon and Moltke, was 
with the German armies from the beginning 
tothe end of the contest, and received at 
Sedan, on September 2d, the surrender of 
Napoleon Ilf. On October 5th he fixed his 
headquarters in the palace of the former 
French kings at Versailles, and here, on Jan- 
uary 18, 1871, he was proclaimed Emperor of 
Germany. After signing the preliminaries 
of peace, February 26th, he intimated to the 
Ewperor of Russia that,Germany would 
never forget the service’ rendered by his 
strict neutrality. The treaty was ratified 
on March Ist and 2d, and the Emperor left 
Versailles on the 7th.

After exchang- 
ing visits with the Emperor of Austria, he 
reached Milan on October 18th, to re- 
turn the visit of the King of Italy, 
his good relations with Victor 
Emanuel so of special importance in 
view of the incteasing magnitude ef the 
Ewperor’s contest with the Roman hie- 
rarchy. Early in 1876 he joined the Em- 
perors of Austria and Russia in the project
